30. He has more heart than he re- 
quires and his circulation is rather 
embarrassed than lightened. 

Compulsory military training, how- 
ever, has advantages for the nation 
as a whole and for the young men 
who undergo it. In it there is co- 
ordinate physical and mental train- 
ing. The habits .of discipline, sense 
of duty, devotion ‘to the idea of coun- 
try which it inoculates, do- far more 
for young manhood than: giving away 
to the unbridled spirit of sport with 
its excesses of one sided develop- 
ment.. Moderation is, naturally, the 
special characteristic of military 
discipline. ‘Chere is no strain on a 
single set of muscles, The~body is 
developed healthfully as a whole, and 
the mind is kept occupied in close re- 
lation with the physical processes.— 
New York.Sun.

Length of the Work Day 

There is no reason why the farm- 
er cannot work in accordance with. 
a certain -definite plan, keeping in 
mind that with the right kind of 
head. work, a8 much can be accom- 
plished in a nine or ten-hour day in 
the field &s is ordinarily ‘brought 
about where the day is. trailed out 
twelve or fourteen hours. It is all a 
matter of knowing how. 

If the average work horse is in the 
field: at seven o’clock in the morning 
and is sensibly. worked until twelve 
o'clock, and if, in turn, he ig hitched 
at one o’clock and kept properly on 
the move until six o'clock, he has 
done his part for that day and the 
man who-has driven him sensibly 
has fulfilled his functions, Of course, 
on the average farm the grind, part 
comes in on account of the choring. 
both night and morning. Herein we 
find the great difference between the 
‘character of the labor on the farm 
and in the .ity. However we find 
that some men are solving that prob- 
lem by stopping one or two of their 
teams early in the evening so that 
part of the real workday is devoted 
to choring instead of the old plan, 
whereby everyone about the place 
Was kept on the go until eight or 
nine in the evening. It makes a won- 
derful difference in the spirit that 
will be,shown by every one connect- 
ed with the !nside work, as well as 
the outside work on the farm, if the 
policy is carried out of closing up 
the day’s work while the evening is 
yet young. This means that there 
will be time left over for a little 
wholesome social life and the sig- 
nificance of this can only be appre- 
ciated as the years go by. It_ will 
do, more to make ‘farm life attractive 
to the young people than any single 
factor that can be mentioned. After 
all, man is a social animal, and he 
will naturally drift to where he can 
obtain the highest degree of social 
pleasure. This ought to be found 
on the farm in ihe case of those that 
are trained to the farm life, but if it 
ig to be found the principles ,men- 
tioned here must be kept clearly in 
mind. 

It matters not if the farm work is 
to be performed by the boys of the 
family, or by the hired men, in the 
end those who display the highest 
wisdom will give more consideration 
in: the future to the working out of 
a plan that will permit of greater so- 
cial opportunities than have been 
permitted farm people in the past.

There is no reason why the farm- 
er cannot work in accordance with 
a certain definite plan, keeping in 
mind that with the right kind of 
head work, as much can be accom- 
plished in a nine-or ten-hour day in 
the fleld as is ordinarily brought 
about where the day is trailed out 
twelve or fourteen hours. It-is all a 
matter of knowing how: , 

If the ayerage work horse is in the 
field at seven o’clock in the morning 
and igs sensibly worked until tweive 
o'clock, and if, in turn, he is hitched 
at one’ o’clock and kept properly on 
the move until six o'clock, he Nas 
done his part for that day and the 
man who has driven him - sensibly 
8. Of course, 
on the average farm the grind part 
comes in on account of the choring. 
both. night and morning. Herein we 
find the great difference between the 
character. of the labor on the farm 
and in the «:ity!' However we find 
that ‘some men are solving that prob- 
lem by stopping one or two of their 
teams.early in the evening so that 
part of the real workday is devoted 
to choring instead of the old plan, 
whereby everyone about the place 
was kept on the go until eight or 
nine in the evening. It makes a won- 
derful difference in the spirit that 
will be shown by every one connect- 
ed with the ‘nside work, as well as 
the outside work on the farm, if the 
policy is carried out of closing up 
the day’s work while the evening is 
yet young. This means that there 
will be time left over for a little 
wholesome social life and the sig- 
nificance of_this can only be appre- 
ciated as the\years go by. It will 
do more to make farm life attractive 
to the young, people than’ any single 
factor that can be mentioned. After 
all, man is a social animal, and he 
will naturally drift to where he can 
obtain the highest degree of social 
pleasure. This ought to be found 
on the farm in ihe casé of those that 
are trained to the farm life, but if it 
is to be found the principles men- 
tioned here must be kept clearly in 
mind. “a ; 

It matters not if the farm work is 
to -be performed by the boys of the 
family, or by the hired men, in the 
end. those who display the: highest 
wisdom will give more consideration 
in the future to the working out of 
a plan that will permit of greater so- 
cial opportunities than have been 
permitted farm people in the past.
